WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP) 
~The Department of Justice to- 
day disclosed it has begun a 
roundup of top alien Communists 
in the United States, and has ar- 
rested 10. 

Those already in custody were 


described as “the most important” 
of about 86 persons scheduled for 
prompt pickup and deportation, 
if deportation is possible. 

Officials said the 10 are those 
who have been most active in the 
fields of Communist propaganda. 

In the case of most of these 10, 
the arrests mark the first time 
the Department of Justice has 
moved to deport them. 

Many Already Ordered Out. 

However, the department said 
that many on the proposed deten- 
tion list of 86 are aliens previ- 
ously ordered deported but who 
have not left the country. 

(Additional reports by the Im- 
migration and Naturalization 
Service showed four persons 
picked up in addition to the 10 
listed by the Department of Jus- 
tice.) 

The roundup 
coast to coast. 

The department acted under 
the 1950 internal security act. 

This law, enacted over Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto, permits the 
Attorney General to keep sub- 
versive aliens against whom de- 
portation is pending im eustody 
for as long as six months. 

If the aliens cannot be de- 
ported within that time, the law 
directs that they be kept under 
close supervision by the Immi- 
gration Service. 

Heretofore, many aliens or- 
dered deported have been able 
to remain free and in this country 
because of difficulty in getting 
_ any other nation to accept them. 

In the current pickups of per- 
sons already ordered deported 
but still here, officials admitted 
frankly that a prime objective is 
to spur the efforts of such per- 
sons to obtain travel papers from 
some country, anywhere in the 
world, willing to accept them. 

Can Be Freed on Bond. 

Under the new law, aliens who 
have been ordered to leave can 
be kept in custody or allowed lib- 
erty under bond at the Attorney 
General's discretion. 

If he grants bond, it must be at 
least $500. If he withholds bond, 
the alien may seek freedom 
through habeas corpus only by 
proving in court that the Attorney 
General has acted in an arbitrary 
or capricious manner or has 
abused his discretion.

After hearing arguments in the 
case, the court will have to de- 
cide: 

1. Does the Communist party 
advocate the violent overthrow 
of the Government? 

2. If it does, can those who 
knowingly work for its aims 
be silenced, despite the free 
speech guarantee in the Consti- 
tution? 

In granting a review in the 
Communist conspiracy case, the. 
court specified that arguments 
must be limited to the question 
of validity of the Smith Act. 

It thereby threw out a long list 
of complaints made by the Com- 
munists, ranging from charges 
that Judge Harold R. Medina, 
presiding at the trial, showed 
“extreme hostility” to them, to 
allegations that the jury was not 
properly chosen. 

The Government in an unusal 
step told the Supreme Court that 
it did not oppose a hearing for 
the Reds. The Department of 
Justice asked, however, that the 
review be limited to the issue.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23—W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis 
said today he still thought there 
Was a very good chance direct 
price and wage controls could be 
avoided if “everybody would get 
in and pitch together.” 

Symington, chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board 
and as such over-all supervisor 
of the Government’s mobilization 
and anti-inflation program, told 
reporters he thought the rate of 
inflation we have been experienc- 
ing is unfortunate, but said re- 
peatedly that we ought to give 
indirect controls, such as taxation, 
credit curbs, and production allo- 
cations, a good trial “before put- 
ting the economy in a straitjack- 
et” with direct price and wage 
controls. 

Most Hurt Protest Least. 

“It begins to look as though 
everybody wants controls so long 
as they do not affect them,” 
Symington said at one point. “The 
people who are being hurt most 
are doing the least protesting— 
people like war widows with chil- 
dren, and pensioners.” 

It was Symington’s first press 
conference since he was put in 
charge of the mobilization effort. 
Often he avoided direct answers 
to questions on the ground that 
his role was that of*referee among 
the various operating agencies of 
government to which immediate 
responsibilities have been par- 
celed out. 

This was true, for instance, 
when he was asked about the con- 
flicting views of the Commerce 
and Interior departments on the 
adequacy of the steel expansion 
program. Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer says he is pleased with it; 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Davidson says it is inadequate. 
Symington said he had not seen 
the latest reports on the steel 
program ahd wanted to study 
them. 

Prices Not His Job. 

Again when he was asked 
about price and wage controls he 
said he was afraid to go into that 
in any detail because it was the 
field of Alan. Valentine, former 
president of the University of 
Rochester, recently named admin- 
istrator of economic stabilization, 
who reports directly to President 
Truman. 

His own opinion, he repeated, 
was that these would be danger- 
out before indirect controls had 
been fully tried. But that, he 
added, was his opinion; the de- 
cision was Valentine’s, subject to 
approval of the President. 


Valentine, Symington added, is 
going all over the country talking 
with those who had experience in 
administering price and wage con- 
trols in the last war, and he em- 
phasized the technical difficulties 
of such controls.

VSHINSKY SAYS 
REDS SEEK PEACE 
AND COEXISTENCE 
WITH CAPITALISM 


Speaks for Soviet Plan 
Based on ‘Stockholm 
Petition’ — Assails 
Speech by President 


Truman. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Oct. 23 
(AP) — Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky declared to- 
day that Russia’s postwar policy 
is based on “the inevitable peace- 
ful coexistence of the capitalistic 
and socialistic systems for a long, 
long time.” 

He spoke before the United 
Nations political committee in 
support of a Russian resolution 
for “the strengthening of peace’ 
—a document based on the Com- 
munist = sponsored “Stockholm 


peace petition.” 

Referring to the western 
world’s demand that Russia ex- 
press its desire for peace by 
deeds rather than words, Vishin- 
sky said Russia already has shown 
its desire for peace, Further 
deeds by it depend on other 
states trying “to gain at least a 
minimum agreement with the So- 
viet Union,” he declared. 


Assails Truman. 

Vishinsky charged that Presi- 
dent Truman’s foreign policy is 
based on force and the same 
“guns before butter” formula 
which Hitler followed. He at- 
tacked Truman’s speech in San 
Francisco last Tuesday following 
the President’s return from his 
Wake Island conference with Gen. 
MacArthur. That speech, he said, 
“had no want of anti-Soviet sen- 
timents” to back up plans for a 
new war and new sacrifices by 
taxpayers. 

Vishinsky asserted American 
officials had ‘aggressive designs 
beyond what they already are 
carrying out in various parts of 
the world.”’ 


His references to Truman came 
the day before the President is 
scheduled to address the U.N. 
General Assembly. The Presi- 
dent’s speech is expected to out- 
line America’s views on the pres- 
ervation of peace and the resist- 
ance of Korean-type aggressions. 

Vishinsky charged that Western 
attacks on Soviet policy are an 
“attempt to smother” Soviet peace 
efforts. He denounced Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson for saying 
one can deal with the Soviet 
Union only by creating a situa- 
tion of strength, Total diplomacy 
stresses opposition to “good- 
hearted co-operation” between the 
United States and Russia, he con- 
tinued. 


Russian Proposal. 
Vishinsky’s resolution calls for 
the conclusion of a Big Five peace 
pact and a one-third reduction of 
armaments by the major powers.

From the stories of all the-es- 
caped prisoners we pieced to- 
gether this account of the death 
march and its hideous end. 

The prisoners had been cap- 
tured late in July and early in 
August on the South Korea bat 
tlefront. They were taken to 
Seoul. Three days after the ma- 
rines landed at Inchon on Sept. 
15, the Reds began marching the 
prisoners north to Pyongyang. 


On this long march, many 
Americans died. When they were 
too weak to keep up, they were 
shot or clubbed to death. The 
Americans buried their own dead 


along the way. 
Finally they reached Pyong- 


|one train and another 150 on a 
| second train headed north toward 


the Manchurian border. The men 
we found had been on-the second 
train. Whereabouts of the first 
trainload is unknown. 

The second train of boxcars 
reached the Suchon tunnel Fri- 
day morning and all day it sat 
in the tunnel, hiding from Amer- 
ican planes. At dusk Friday the 
Red guards told the men they 
were being taken outside for their 
evening meal. 

They were led into the fields, 
seated, and shot. 

From these stories, we suspect- 
ed there was a third group of vic- 
tims which we had not yet found. 


Mass Grave Found. 


After a search we found the 
mass grave in a gully. 


The thinly covered mound was 
about 50 feet long and 10 feet 
wide. We dug into the soft loam 
and there were the bodies of 30- 
odd men. 

The weeds around the gully 
were blood-stained.

When the Reds forced Ameri- 
can prisoners to begin the long 
death march northward the major 
always tried to look after the 
men. He argued with the Com- 
munists about food, clothing, med- 
ical care and transportation. He 
even managed to get some of the 
wounded aboard ox carts. 

Yeager said: 

“Whenever anybody died the 
Major held services. He always 
said a few words and said a 
prayer. He saw that they were 
buried. He wrote 
on a slip of paper and he put 
the paper in a bottle and buried 
it with the body.” 

Attacked by U.S. Planes. 

Once, Yeager said,‘ American 
jet planes mistakenly attacked 
the column and killed some of the 
Again the Major han- 
dled the burial of the dead. 

“The major argued all the way 


with the Reds,” Yeager said, “and 
f the men got discouraged, he 
would do all he could to raise 
their spirits. He never encour- 
aged or discouraged anyone when 
they wanted to escape. That was 
always up to the man himself. 

“The Reds would give the Ma- 
jor a little more food than the 
rest of us but he always sHared 
it. If he was smoking a cigarette 
and someone asked for the butt 
the Major would just hand him 
the whole cigarette.”

The misuse 
and overuse of the veto are mere- 
ly symptoms of the major disease 
that afflicts the world—the cold 
war. 


Two Groups in Disagreement. 


“Instead of one group of na- 
tions that are in agreement, as it 
was thought we would be, we are 
two large groups of nations in al- 
most total disagreement. If it 
were not for the legitimate right 
to remove itself, the one nation 
that has used the veto so fre- 
quently would have walked out 
long ago. If that had happened, 
we would have one group of na- 
tions that think alike, sitting with 
each other and patting each other 
on the back.”

who has been with the U.N. Sec- 
retariat since 1946, described a

Rags, liquor bottles, springs, 
coiton from ragged mattresses, wire, 
glass, etc. 

Yet you have to live somewhere, and 
you have to pay for it, decayed or not, 
so the landlord’s children can eat in 
modern kitchens and dining rooms; so 
his wife or maid can pour dish water 
down the drain instead of drenching 


~the neighbors below: so their children 


can have a nice backyard to play in. 


The poor tenants live in decay. Plas- 
ter falling in, loose boards in the floors, 
rat holes as large as milk bottles. Your 
small child wakes up screaming, with 
a big, brown, sleek-looking rat running 
away, and her arm is bleeding where 
the rat nibbled. . 

No bathroom, only an outhouse. 
Water sometimes knee deep in the base- 
ment. Spiders as large as half dollars. 
I could go on and on, but this should 

ve the landlords some idea of what it 

like living in the houses they’re too 
darn mean and cruel to fix up. All I 
ask of the landlords is that they live in 
their tenements one month. and find out.

_ -Influencing People 

A bit of a storm seems to have been raised 
by the Buchanan lobbying committee's report on 
spending by business to influence the people and 
their representatives. A group of Senators al- 
ready is clamoring for a more thorough inves- 
tigation. Such a response to the report probably 
was inevitable in the heat of a political cam- 
paign. But is there real-fire behind the smoke?. 

Admittedly, the: Buchanan report is rather 
superficial. It covers the expenditures of only 
152 firms, and probably only such sums as went 
directly for the purpose of influencing thinking 
about legislation. urther development of the 
facts—especially if kept on a voluntary basis— 
would contribute to public enlightenment. It 
would make more complete the picture which 
Mr. Buchanan promises to round out with re- 
ports on similar spending by farm and labor 
groups. 

Right here, however, it is worth emphasizing 
that the lobbying committee and its chairman 
have not criticized these activities, nor do they 
propose to curb them. Anything like that, we 
believe, would be a violation of that freedom of 
expression which is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion. In the United States, every individual and 
every group has the right to tell hig story or to 
tell its story. Everybody has a right to ap- 
peal to Congress for the adoption of new legis- 
lation or for the repeal of old laws. 

Attempts to curb this freedom of expression 
in the Wagner Act and in the Taft-Hartley Act 
have been opposed by this newspaper. And we 
hope that any gag of any sort will always be 
opposed by those sincerely devoted to democra- 
cy. Without free and uninhibited discussion, the 
republic simply cannot have that debate and ex- 
change of ideas essential to government of the 
people, by the people, for the people. 

This is not to say that the expenditure of vast 
sums of money to “make friends and influence 
people” does not raise problems for a democra- 
cy. Because of its greater economic resources, 
one group may be able to direct a far heavier 
publicity barrage at the electorate or at Con- 
gress than can other groups. But it is to be 
hoped that the American people will always 
have the intelligence not to be impressed by 
mere mass alone. : 

Most important, it seems to us, the public 
should always be aware of the source of any ef- 
fort to guide its thinking and its voting. This 
is a matter of fairness. Nobody with an argument 
to make should be unwilling to hide his identi- 
ty. When individuals or groups hide behind the 
high-sounding name of some committee, they are 
using the same tactics as the Communists and 
their front organizations. If, for practical rea- 
sons, appeals are to be made through a commit- 
tee, the people ought to know who belongs to 
the committee and who finances it. And we feel 
sure that very few business men are afraid of 
thus identifying themselves with their activities. 

For the rest, it is a matter of appraising such 
publicity, reading it.with an open mind but a 
critical eye. If the facts check, if the argu- 
ments are sound, well and good. If not, no man 
need be influenced—or will be influenced—by 
an appeal which he finds suspect. The most 

effective bid always is the honest one. 

Some individuals or groups will depart from 
this rule. It is up to the people. the press and 
the legislators to find them out. But there 
should be no question of gagging them or any- 
body else, Free government depends on free 


speech.

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How to Guard a City’s Name

with gangsters, and generally give the impres- 
sion that this dubious renown is the result of a 
gigantic conspiracy of misunderstanding.

Prague, rallying the Soviet satellites of Eastern 
Europe to protest against the rearmament of 
Western Germany. 

The West, energized by Soviet Russia’s pre- 
ponderance of military power, has embarked on 
a vast rearmament program which envisages, 
though it has not yet achieved, the use of Ger- 
man troops. 

As if this were not enough, Russia and the 
West cannot even agree on who the Big Five are. 
The Chinese representation issue may prevent 
any meetings from taking place. 

Still and all and nevertheless, it is important 
to keep the door open. The Soviet delegates to 
the U.N. continue to display an unaccustomed 
blandness, and Deputy Foreign Minister Malik 
has agreed to discuss a Japanese treaty infor- 
mally with Mr. Dulles. Malik’s purpose may be 
just to hurl as mariy monkeywrenches as possible 
into the works. On the other hand, his willing- 
ness to talk may reflect concern in Moscow over 
the results of a policy which is uniting and 
strengthening the West at every turn. 


The Big Five talks, if they take place, cannot 


succeed unless basic issues: are dealt with, and - 


basic issues cannot be dealt with unless the 
Soviet Union is ready to change its policy. 

For example, Soviet delegates to the U.N. are 
constantly introducing resolutions in favor of 
disarmament and outlawing of the atomic bomb. 
They could silence the hollow laughter which 
greets these gestures by accepting the principle 
of genuine and untrarameled U.N. inspection of 
armaments. | 

At the Prague conference, the Soviet satellites 
urged a unified and disarmed Germany from 
which occupation troops would be withdrawn. 
The objectives are unassailable, but in view of 
what has happened in Eastern Germany Russia 
must offer something more than words before 
the West can believe that the Prague conference 
was anything but a propaganda maneuver de- 
signed to exploit French hesitations over West- 
ern rearmament. 

President Truman in his San Francisco speech 
pointed out that Moscow could demonstrate a 
desire for peace by permitting the free exchange 
of information and ideas with the rest of the 
world. Mr. Malik a few weeks ago told a 
“peace” delegation that Soviet Russia would be 
willing to do this. But it hasn’t been done. 

The key to peace is in Moscow. The men in 
the Kremlin can pick it up and use it any time 
they feel that peace is morg desirable than the 
kind of half-war they have been pursuing. Mean- 
while, the door is open. 
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Henry Stimson’s Example 

Henry Stimson was an outstanding example of 
the man who is urgently needed in Washington 
yet too rarely answers the call to public service. 
Stimson had dignity, background, education, 
high professional competence and unquestioned 
integrity. He was, in short, a gentleman who 
might have held himself above politics. 

In WAshington, he was very much the: states- 
man while serving as Secretary of State uhder 
President Hoover and as Secretary of War under 


President Taft and President Roosevelt. But by_ 


becoming a candidate, albeit an unsuccessful 
one, for the governorship of New York, he made 
his contribution to the practical politics without 
which there can be no statesmen. . 

Every review of his career certainly will put 
major stress on his years as the World War II 
Secretary of War. As a Republican serving 
under a Democratic President, he directed the 
immense activity which raised the army from a 
bare 200,000 men to more than 7,500,000, And 
that, of course, was the bat&bone of victory. 

Historians will speculate"whether the necessity 
for this effort might not have been avoided had 
the world—and particularly the United States— 
listened to Henry Stimson in 1931 when he 
called for decisive action against Japanese ag- 
gression in China. Might not the whole pattern 
of aggression in the 1930s and the 1940s have 
been prevented? 

But why speculate? It is Henry Stimson’s ex- 
ample of high, patriotic service that needs to be 
remembered and emulated. 
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John Steinbeck Burns Bright 


John Steinbeck has thought up an idea for 
his play, “Burning Bright,” which opened last 
week in.New York, which may be good and may 
be bad, but is sure to be discussed. The idea is

Fresh winds of strength and unity are blowing in Europe, visiting 
publisher reports; Schuman plan is directed at new economic 
co-operation; North Atlantic pact has led way toward continental 
defense; French people have accepted strong role in both efforts.

A fresh wind of strength and assurance 
is blowing in Europe. That is the impres- 
sion that a visitor—this visitor, at any rate 
brings back té the United States after a 
trip abroad. 


There were three factors that led me to 
sense a growing power and will to defend 
the peace and build for the future: 


1. The force and momentum of the 
Schuman plan, aimed at nothing less than 
wrenching the course of Western European 
history 180 degrees around, from genera- 
tions of hostility to 
a new day of co-op- 
eration. 

2. The united goal 
of rearmament and 
consolidation of 
armed forces to pre- 
vent war, wherein 
the issues presenting 
serious problems ap- 
pear to be no greater 
than the areas of 
agreement already 
attained. 

3. The resurging 
vitality of France, a 
key nation in these 
endeavors. 

The trip to France and England from 
which I have recently retitirned was made 
first to attend the annual meeting of the 
directors of the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development and the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund and, second, to 
reacquaint myself, after three years’ ab- 
sence, with the current political and eco- 
nomic conditions in Europe. As the first 
president of the World Bank, I had been 
invited to sit in on the sessions in Paris. 


Reversal of a Pattern 


I was most impressed in these talks to 
encounter agreement on goals among 
groups and nations and parties hitherto 
distinguished by a cradle-to-grave predis- 
position to dispute each other. 


The most dramatic illustration of this 
new adventure into solidarity is, in my 
opinion, the Schuman plan, proposing uni- 
fied operation, in production and com- 
merce, in the Western European coal and 
steel industries. 

This proposal for the extension of the 
principle of free trading and industrial ra- 
tionalization was initiated by the French, 
heretofore traditionally nationalistic in 
economic policy. The French action will 
stand as a striking event in history. 


The desire of France to work in the 
mutual interest of Western Europe to- 
gether with its neighbers, and cularly 
with Germany, is a reversal of a pattern 
of fear and jealousy. Even more remark- 
able, it is a proposal for unified operations 
in exactly that area where restrictive prac- 
tices and suspicion were always strong. 


In the Face of History 


In the light of the past psychology of 
France Germany, the fact that it was 
hear ooo ‘came forward with the 

uman proposal would have @ 
peared Unbelievable a-year ago. " 

The Schuman plan is not yet a fait ac- 
compli. But the agreements reached be- 
tween Germany and the Benelux 
countries can become effective decisions.

All parties of interest agree that Ger- 
man military units must be brought into 
being. All agree they must be set up in a 
way that will permit them to be effective, 
without at the same time being a threat 
to peace or a menace to their neighbors. 
Problems of organization are involved. 

I did not find France or its leaders 
gripped by any dead hand of fear at the 
prospect of German military units,‘ pro- 
vided certain conditions are. met. Those 
conditions are as much in the American 
and even in the German interest as they 
are in the French. 

The prime prerequisite to permitting 
German rearmament is, of course, the 
creation of a combined defense establish- 
ment for Western Europe, not a series of 
separate national military formations. 

Thanks to their own determined efforts 
and the solid and inspiring help of the 
Marshall plan, Europeans had been work- 
ing themselves out of the hole. They were 
beginning to look forward hopefully to 
better days. 


High Cost of Security 


The new outlook is disturbing to those 
hopes. Rearmament in Europe, or any- 
where else for that matter, will force a 
diversion of effort and output to what is, 
from a civilian consumption viewpoint, 
“unprodtictive” purposes.

Sprague said the “right kind” 
of color television would be one 
that was “compatible” and “would 
provide satisfactory black and 
white pictures on existing sets 
without any added cost to 
present sponsors.” 

Stanton immediately countered 
that Sprague’s statements werc 
“further proof of bad faith,” of 
the R.T.M.A. He said.the asso- 
ciation’s former president, R. C. 
Cosgrove, admitted under oath 
last year that “built-in compatibil- 
ity for the C.B.S. system” would 
be a very minor change. 

Stanton quoted Cosgrove as say- 
ing that production line changes 
in sets to meet the C.B.S. require- 
ments would be a matter of min- 
utes and add only $7 to $10 to 
the retail price of the sets.

Caught U. S. Unprepared. 
Adm. Smith admitted the Ko- 
rean war “caught us halfway be- 
tween the research stage and get- 
ting it (counter-measures) 
the field.” 

He predicted that within one 
year the United States will have 
cruisers which can launch guided 
missiles at mine fields. 

Capt. R. T. Spofford of Schen- 
ectady, N.Y., in charge of the 
Wonsan mine sweeping operation, 
said there was “plenty of évi- 
dence” the Russians supplied the 
2000 to 3000 mines, mine-laying 
equipment and supervision. 

“The Russians do not have all 
the types of mines we do, but 
they have pro in the 
science of mining as far as the 
United States or Germany, he 
said. “And we progressed so far 
that we paralyzed traffic on the 
Japanese inland sea (during 
World War ID). 

Adm. Smith said that unless 
the United States had mine craft 
in adequate numbers, “the Soviets 
defensively can hold us up.” 
He said the United States had 
about 500 minesweepers in the 
Pacific during World War II, but 
could muster only seven for the 
Korean war. 

isplays Captured Mine. 

Capt. Spofford showed corre- 
spondents a captured magnetic 
“influence” mine. He described 
it as excellent. 

He compared the Wonsan mine 
field with that laid by the British 
to block off the North sea during 
the last war. 

“It was the first time in my 
experience I have found contact 
(moored) and influence mines at 
the same time. 

The magnetic mines are so 
modern that in less than 60 feet 
of water the anti-magnetic equip- 
ment of American Navy ships is 
ineffective, the two naval officers 
disclosed. 

After two weeks of sweeping, 

the Wonsan area still is not open, 
they said. 
Capt. Spofford said the Wonsan 
mine field ran 30 miles to sea. 
The mines “were planted proper- 
ly with one line backing up into 
another.”

The sentence was com- 
muted, and the American Army 
freed her in 1945. -

SHE WENT BACK immediate- 
ly to work for the widows and or- 
phans who were victims of Nazi 
persecution. She fought against 
Communisi: just as she had 
fought against Nazism, and when 
the Communists came into power 
in Czechoslovakia in February 
1948, she knew that her days of 
freedom were numbered. She 
was arrested in September 1949, 
and aecused of being unfriendly 
to the Soviet Union and friendly 
to the Western Democracies. She 
was one of 13 men and women 
tried in. June 1950. With three of 
the men, shé was sentenced to 
death and executed on June 27. 

Dr. Horakova admitted to the 
crime of wanting free elections 
under international supervision 
and of wanting to change the 
present rule of terror in Czech- 
oslovakia. Her last words were 
that she was content to die for 
what she had done. 

Women’s organizations all over 
the world protested the sentence 
and execution, but protests of 
that kind are not heard very 
loudly in. some countries. A 
spirit like that of Dr. Horakova, 
however, will live on and inspire 
other people to fight for the 
things in which they believe, 
When these things are freedom, 
justice and fundamental human 
rights, they must in the end win

There must be calcium and phos- 
phorus to build and to repair 
bones and teeth. 

Iron, copper and other minerals 
build and repair red blood cells 
and vitalize tired parts of the 
body. Vitamins are also neces- 
sary to promote health and resist 
infection and disease. 

Your age, weight and activity 
determine the amounts of these 
nutrients which are considered 
adequate. 

As women grow older their 
weight increases. This is com- 
pletely normal. Between the 
ages of 30 and 50 the increase in 
weight for short women is about 
13 or 14 pounds, for tall women 
about 15 pounds.

The “Cat O’ Nine Tails.” 


HE correspondent who asks 
how “cat o’ nine tails” started 
as the name of a whip points 
out that. the name is applied to 
whips that do not necessarily in- 
clude nine “tails” or thongs.

Playing Canasta to Win |

HEN do you know your part- 
W wer has a certain card? 

There’s one sure case, of 
course: When you have seen him 
pick it up from the discard pile 
and know that he hasn’t thrown 
it since. But here's another case 
where vou can be pretty sure. 

You hold: 


Your side hasn’t been doing so 
well on this hand. You need 120, 
and so far you haven’t made it. 
The opponents have melded al- 
most everything except the ranks 
you have in your hand, and they 
are busily making canastas. You 
want to go out as fast as you can. 


Now, for the first time you find 
yourself able to meet the 120 
minimum—the joker, the deuce, 
the kings, and the nines. You 
have a completely matched hang, 
but of course you can’t go out on 
this turn, because you haven't a 
canasta. 

However, you can make a meld 
of five of a kind in either kings 
or nines. Then if partner can 
build it up to a canasta at his 
next turn, you can meld your 
three sixes and go out at your 
own next turn. Your problem is, 
should you meld yoyr two wild 
cards with the kings or with the 
nines? Is it a pure guess? 

“You remember that early in 
the hand, your partner discarded

two kings in rapid succession, 
Would it mean there is a better 
chance to find him holding nines?

There was_very little to the 
play. South two spades, one 
heart and two diamonds, for a 
500-point set. 

South (launching his attack 
first) said that North’s five- 
diamond bid had been “ridic- 
ulous.” He pointed out that 
North had had two defensive 
tricks, and with South opening 
the bidding, that there had been 
no need for “fright’”—that North 
should have felt confident about 
beating the enemy’s four-heart 
contract. South wound vp by say- 
ing that he himself would have 
gone to five diamonds, after 
North’s jump to four, if he had 
not thought there were a good 
chance to defeat four hearts. 

North’s reply was that after 
the one-diamond opening, he was 
not going to let the opponents 
play four hearts, undoubled, 
merely on the chance, or even 
the probability, that they could 
be defeated. “I suppose I should 
have known,” he said caustically, 
“that we were going down 500! 
Why, we might be cold for five 
diamonds, and the opponents, for 
four hearts!” — 

There was something to be said 
for both points of view, but it 
seems plain that South deserved 
the major part of responsibility, 
simply because he had opened the 
bidding too lightly, particularly 
since he had a part score and 
could assume that he would be 
“pushed.” North could not be 
sure of defeating four hearts, 
even if South had a better hand, 
but with that better South hand, 
a five-diamond contract certainly 
did not figure to go down three 
tricks, and indeed, from North’s 
point of view. South did not need 
a great deal to make five dia- 
monds.

I have a better than average 
education, and yet I enjoy 
some of the soap operas. I 
know that’s an admission of 
being a “low-brow,” but I'm 
not a snob and don’t mind ad- 
mitting I’m a low-brow about 
some things. Some of our lead- 
ing psychologists have agreed 
that the housewife who listens 
to, and enjoys, the soap operas 
is a more agreeable person 
than the ones who don’t. While 
one is listening to someone 
else’se troubles, one doesn’t 


*have time to fret all day about 


one’s own small problems, that 
worrying about is going to do 
no good’ anyway. 

It is possible, if one has a 
great deal of free time, to 
switch. networks every fifteen 
minutes and miss all the soap 
operas. Of course, then you 
have to take Godfrey and Bart- 
lett, and a few of the others. 
And I’m not running them 
down, for they do a great deal 
of good, along with a great deal 
of juvenile nonsense. However, 
practically every daytime pro- 
gram is very willing to cooper- 
ate on important matters of the 
moment—like community chest 
drives, non-hoarding cam- 
paigns, war bond drives, etc., 
etc. 

However, if you think you’re 
intellectually above the level of 
soap operas it is amusing to 
think of how you would solve

and not listen—and when there 
is a dead silence, you just grunt 
and your friend goes on talking 
and you can go on reading. 
Anyway, getting back to soap 
operas, there are millions of 
listeners who do enjoy them, or 
they wouldn't be on the air. If 
you don’t like a program, of 
course, you don’t have to listen; 
if you don’t like it violently 
enough, you just write the spon- 
sor and tell him so, and also 
suggest what kind of program 
you would like to hear. If 
enough people feel the same 
way, the program is changed. 
However, the ones that have 
been on the air for years and 
years, are the programs for 
which the sponsors receive tons 
and tons of approving fan mail. 
My advice to the housewives 
who don’t like the radio pro- 
grams, and who have enough 
free time to really listen, and 
who do want to improve them- 
selves, would be to enroll in 
one of the 52 excellent courses 
offered by the Y.M.C.A. for 
housewives; or get themselves 
some good books. We can’t ex-
